Muskrats are pleritiful in 
"| most sections, it is reported. 
Mild weather last winter 
and the abscence: of flaods 
and high waters during the 
summer made this am es 
pecially good year for ‘rats. 
Low water may have caused: 
muskrats to leave. some of 
the smaller streams, but 
the animals on the big 
marshes and streams are 
not believed to have been 
seriously affected by the 
drought. 

In spite of the abundance 
of muskrats- this year, au- 
thorities warn, trappers 
should not allow the pre 
vailing high fur prices to 
leatl: them to over-trapping 
their marshes. and. streams.

Health Commissioner. 

“For instance some 
months ago a mother of a 
fourtcen-year-old boy in all 
seriousness was discussing 
with a friend John’s ‘grow- 
ing pains.’ Said she, ‘He 
is restless at night, arises 
with his joints stiff and sore, 
but later limbers up. I sup- 
pose,’ she continued, ‘this 
is natural because he is just 
shooting up. Apparently 
his bones are growing faster 
than the rest of him.’ 

“It is well known that 
often a mild inflammatory 
rheumatism can cause this 
condition as well as focal 
infections such as tooth ab- 
scesses, tonsillitis and pyor- 
rhea; moreover, that if un- 
corrected they can result in 
severe illness. 

“Despite the fact that the 
friendly neighbor gave this 
information to the mother, 
she still insisted that her 
own mother had raised 
many children, some of 
whom had growing pains 
and nothing else! The fact 
thatrthree mouths later her 
son suffered a serious ill- 
ness which was associated 
directly with his ‘growing 
pains’ finally dislodged that 
mother’s set notions on the 
subject. 

“There is no basis for 
the idea that bodily growth 
causes pain. Nature is more 
tolerant than that. For 
every pain, there is a cause. 
And if this cause is obscure, 
it is one’s duty to discover 
it. To mak@ light of any 
manifestation of * bodily 
discomfort by crediting it to 
aset and unscientific idea 
1s to take an unjustified risk 
with health.

Staunton, Va..— A Vir- 
ginia wheat king was 
crowned at the annual 
state improvement show 
which closed here Friday 
(Jan. 23) when W. A 
| Altaffer ,of Mt, Sidney 
won the newly established 
Philip W. Pillsbury award 
for the best wheat grown 
io Virginia in 1941. 

Altaffer, a prominent 
Augusta County farmer, 
who has spent many years 
studying wheat improve- 
ment, tcok the crown by 
producing grain from a 
variety of certified seed 
which orignated in the 
state, was announced by 
S F. Grubbs, secretary of 
the crop improvement 
association, under the au- 
spices of which the show 
was held. 

In winning the award, 
Altaffer was the first Vir- 
giniafarmer to take the 
trophy and cash prize of- 
fered by Pillsbury, a 
Minnesota fiour milling 
executive, who last year 
established the award to 
encourage improvement of 
tbe grain in Virginia.

this group is to form 
liaison between soldiers and 
their bomes, handling per- 
sonal problems through 
'ocal Red Cross -hapters. 

Similar groups are now 
attached to the armed 
forces now stationed in 
Iceland, Alaska, Newfound- 
land, Trindad, Canal Zone, 
Puerto Lico, and Bermuda, 
Hawaii and the Philippines. 

Memers wear the uni- 
form of the Rei Cross 
Miltary and Naval Welfare 
Service, the same as worn 
by personnel in camps and 
bases of the United States. 

Able-Lodied, trained 
persons are being recruited 
for this forego service. 
Physical fitness is being 
stressed so workers may 
endure abnormal living 
conditions.

Houses This Fall 

Last fall Virginia poul- 
trymen were asked to in- 
crease egg production in 
1942 by 7 percent. Less 
than two months ago the a- 
mount of increase asked for 
was raised to 13 percent, or 
9 percent greater than the 
estimated 1941 production. 

To reach this goal, Coun- 
ty Agent R. J. Copenhaver 
says, poultry raisers in this 
county should plan to fill 
all of their laying houses 
with good pullets next Sep-| 
tember.

Warden Says 


Perhaps You Can Use 
Your Brush 





Last week after I had 
written my article for this 
paper about burning brush 
I started wondering 
whether it is right to burn 
allour brush that it will 
do us a lot of good. 

As an example of what I 
mean let me tell you of my 
experinnce several years 
ago At that time I had ‘a 
hillside pasture that I had 
not used for a long while, 
It was pretty well grown 
up with sprouts. Early in 
the spring I cut them off 
to give the grass a chance. 
Iwas going to burn the 
brush, but my son, who 
by the way, is taking a 
course in soil conservation 
in high school, suggested 
that I throw these sprouts 
in a gully caused by an old 
,oadway. We did this. 
There were other gullies on 
some of our billsides and 
we cut the brush in short 
lengths and putit in them 
too, We took a little extra 
time nd staked it to the 
bottoms of the gullies, 
Today there is grass and 
weeds growing in the 
bottoms of these places 
and they have stopped 
washing. 

As I said before, after I 
wrote |.st weeks article, I 
wondered whether it was 
right that we should burn 
our brush, Most of us have

Be Stepped Up 


More than half

hatcheries of the Commission of 
Game and Inland Fisheries have 
already been released, according 
to G. W. Buller, the Commission's 
“Superintendent of Fish Propaga- 
tion, and the fish distribution 
being speeded up so that anglers 
my find plenty of good -sized trout 
in their streams when 
fishing season opens.

Complete information is not yet 
available on the total number of 
trout to be released this spring, 
but it is predicted that the final 
figure will be between 300,000 
and half a million. 

The speeding up of fish distri - 
bution has been made possible by 
the use of additional shipping 
equipment which has been used 
since last November in moving 
lage mouth bass from Back Bay 
to inland streams and ponds 
which are more attractive to the 
sportsmen.

Good planning should also be 
coupled with good practices, so 
that garden crops may be all our 
war effort demands. 

Using plenty of manure is an 
excellent garden practice. Twenty 
or thirty tons to the acre, applied 








before plowing js fot too much. | 


Let's divide our manure supply 
and put some on our garden in- 
stead of all on our tobaeco. This 
will improve the condition of the 
soil and provide some fertility, 
but commercial fertilizer is rec- 
gmmended in addition. A thous- 
and pounds to the acre or a 5-10- 
6 or 4-12-4 will, if properly 
applied, pay for itself in increased 
production. Half should be broad- 
cast before plowing and half 
placed in the rows and thoroughly 
mixed with the soil.

Experienced WPA Workers 
Asked To Accept Farm Work 


Those Refusing To Accept 
Private Employment Jobs 
Will Be Released te Farms 





All WPA project workers in 
the country who have had farm 
experience have been notified by 
the WPA that they are expected 
to accept employment on farms at 
the standard prevailing wage, 
whenever it is available, even 
though the wages be below the 
WPA security rate. This applies 
to any work that is available, 
either one or two days or longer. 
Farmers who wish to employ an 
individual who is working on the 
WPA should notify the individual, 
his Project Superintendent, or the 
United States Bmployment Service 
which serves his community. 
Workers who accept this private 
employment at the termination of 
such employment, upon applica- 
tion will be immediately reassign- 
ed to WPA. 

In many sections of the State, 
workers who would normally be 
available for farm work at this 
season have obtained jobs in de- 
fense areas. It is, therefore, ex- 
pected that a larger percentage 
of the WPA workers with farm 
background will be needed on the 
farms during both the planting 
and harvesting seasons. 

It has always been the policy 


of the WPA to give employment | 


to needy persons only during

refuses to accept private employ- 
wages prevailing in his 
community who is capable of 
performing work offered him will 
be immediately released.

Manday, April 20 





RICHMOND, VA. — Trout fish- 
ermen all over the state are get-

nique should have their innings 
alittle later in the season. Streams 
are usually high, the water is 
cold, and few insects are out dur- 
ing the first few days of trout 
season. Dry fly fishing usually 
improve during May and June 

In order to give the late season 
and dry fly fishermen a “break,” 
the Game Commission has with- 
held thousands of large trout 
which will not be released until 
the early fishing rush is over. 
These fish will be planted in some 
of the larger streams as the seas- 
on progresses. Holding back some 
fish until late in the season was 
tried out last year as a method 
of maintaining good fishing dur- 
ing the summer months, 

All trout which have been dis- 
tributed by the Game Commission 
this spring have been large fish, 
eight inches or more in length. 
It has heen found that better fish- 
ing Pesults from planting several 
hundred thousand large trout than 
from releasing millions of tiny fry 
and fingerlings. 

This year’s trout season will 
not close until July 31, on hour 
after sunset. Fishing will be per- 
mitted each day during the open 
season from one hour before sun- 
rise until one hour after sunset.

I have seen several news stories 
to the effect that the farmers 
would not be paid more than .371 
cents per pound at loading point 
for wool. 1 would, however, like 
to call your attention to the re- 
cent statement coming from the 
office of the United Wool Grow- 
ers Association from which I 
quote. 

“The first official permanent 
ceiling price subsequent to the 
passage of the price control bill 
in Congress was placed on grease 
wool on February 28, as a result 
of various conferences between 
the Office of Price Administrator 
and representatives of the wool 
growing industry.”

St. Charies-Pennington Gap 
Visible From Stone Mt. Tower 

There's a long, long ¢rail awind- 
ing up the south side of the Stone 
mountain to a new watchman's 
tower where the St. Charles coal- 
fields, Stone Creek, and Pocket 
area can be easily seen from the 
northeast side and Pennington 
Gap, Woodway and a considerable 
portion of Poweils Valley can be 
seen from the southwest side. 

The tower is situated on one of 
the highest peaks of the Stone 
mountain, directly overlooking the 
intersections of the town of Stone 
Creek (Unincorporated). To reach 
the tower the easy way it is nec- 
essary to travel up the pgor val- 
ley road, on the west side, about 
one-half mile. Park your limous- 
ine and right there on a level 
grassy lot where the kids play 
base ball the path begins that 
leads directly to the tower. If you 
follow the path. which is not steep 
at all and is from two to four 
feet wide, criss-crossing and zig- 
sagging around the mountain, or 
if you prefer a direct route you 
may take a coon path straight up 
the hill. VIA the easy way it is 
about 114 miles to the tower from 
the road. VIA the coon path it is 
about a mile. 

You may get a bit tired but it 
is worth the trip if you like beau- 
tiful scenery and the freshest 
breath of pure fresh air you ever 
breathed. On the top of the pin- 
nacle is the fire wardens tower, 
which is about 30 feet high. The 
breéze is so terrific you will won- 
der how the tower cun take it, but 
there are fout large cables an- 
chored in stone at each corner. 
Aside from these anchors the tow- 
er is well constructed of very 
heavy wood. 

After ascending to the entrance 
ef the tower via stair steps, which 
you won't enter because its lock- 
ed, you will find a very conven- 
jent platform supported by ban- 
Ister railings where you can walk 
all the way around the tower. 
Sides of the tower are glass and 
a telephone line enters the east 
corner. On the southwest side you 
can look right down Railroad 
Streee and Morgan Avenue and 
even count the houses in Penn- 
ington Gap, walk around on the 
@ther side and count the cars go- 
ing to St. Charles and have a 
good look at the mines in the St 
Charles fields. Some are partially 
hidden by hill peaks, but they are 
easily located anyway. What a 
swell airplane view 

There is a evel plot around the 
tower for a picnic or a camping 
party and there is a water stream 
not far down the mountain. A

It 
wax seven and one half feet 
square, made of acacia wood, cov- 
ered with copper and filled with 
earth, Then the Laver. A very 
large basin where sacrifices were 
washed and priests purified. Then 
the Holy place thirty feet by fif- 
teen feet and fifteen feet high. 
Then comes the table of Shew 
Bread made of acacia wood and 
overlaid with pure gold. Twelve 
loaves of fresh showbread were 
placed there every seventh day 
by che priest.

Does your family neglect eat- 
ing meats because of the high 
cost, or because you can’t afford 
the best? Then, negiect is no 
longer. A bulletin made up by our 
State Department of Health, at 
Richmond, Va., says, “The lean 
parts of cheaper cuts and grades 
are as nutritious as the most ex- 
pensive cuts. 

The Science Laboratory in- 
forms us that meat is one of the 
best sources of the Vitamins A 
and B. Vitamin A promotes 
growth and increases body resist- 
ance, Vitamin B is needed for 
growth and helps the body to use 
tearbohydrates. Vitamin B_ pro- 
tects against nervous disorders. In 
addition to these, meat contains 
nicotine acid, which prevents pel- 
lagra, proteins, iron, copper, phos- 
phorous, and fat. In other words 
meat contains the most essential 
foods needed for the body. 

In buying meat, be sure you 
get what you ask for. The best 
quality of beef will be rich in col- 
or, marbled with fat, and the 
bones will be white. Ask your

All charge accounts on the books of 
any Retail -Merchant on May 31, 1942 
must be paid on or before July 10, 1942; if 
not so paid, the account is in default. When 
the account is in default, the merchant 
may not extend credit for either a charge

The default may be removed by pay- 
ment of the bill in full; by the purchaser 
entering into an agreement with the mer-

“INSTALLMENT LOAN” means an installment credit, other than an installment sale, 
in the form of a loan which is in a principal amount of $1,500 or less, but the defini- 
tion does not include any loan upon the security of any obligation which arses out 
of any installment sale or installment loan.

| cadets, the Navy has announced

However, it was emphasized by 
recruiting spokesmen of the Fifth 
| Naval District here that only those 
| who have graduated from accredit- 
ed secondary schools and who can 
pass the rigid flight physical ex- 
amination will be allowed to en- 
ter training. 

The plan offers young men with 
only secondary education their first 
| Opportunity to apply for flight 
|training leading to commissioned 
| officer status, 

Applications received in the 
first few days of the new plan 
have reached record- 
Navy 
recruiting offices are equipped to 
handie applicants possessing the 
| educational and physical qualifica- 
| tions and who are at least 18 and 
| not more than 26 years old. 
| Class V-5, under which the new ; 
applicants will be accepted, has! 
| been limited heretofore to those 
who had at least two years of col- 
| lone credits. However, the new 
V-5 plan will not interfere with 
|the V-1 program under which 
| thousands of students now in cdi- 
|lege will be trained for aviation, 
deck or engineering duties. 

Many men already in the Navy 
and who possess the desired quali- 
fications for this class may be 
transferred for training under the 
V-5 program. 

However, it is from the gradu- 
ating classes of high schools and 
from those in civilian life who 
have already graduated that the 
Navy hopes to draw must of the 
applicants. 

Qualified candidates will be 
sent to one of the four “toughen- 
ing’’ centers which the Navy has 
established to condition men eli- 
gible for flight training. At these 
centers — located at the Univer- 
sities of Iowa, Georgia, North 
Carolina and at St. Mary's Coi- 
lege, California — they will un- 
dergo three to four months of in- 
tensive work, which will prepare

If you are a civilian in Alaska such prices don’t floor, 
you; you are used to them. And wages in that area, 
where grocery clerks make $50 a week, are scaled to 
meet such costs. But if you are a member of Uncle Sam's 
armed forces, your pay is the same whether you are sta- 

joned in Alaska, China or the Canal Zone. 

Each distant miliatry area has its typical need for the 

SO brand of service overseas. In Honolulu it might 
mean helping men who have been under fire; in St. Joh 
Newfoundland, it might mean providing comforts for the 
crew of a disabled destroyer or for the members of a 
remote lookout post. 

Wherever the war takes American fighting men, the 
job of United Service Organizations is the same: to give 
these men a “home away from home” so that they can 
get the most enjoyment and relaxation out of their few 
precious leisure hours. 

On the morning of December 7th, USO already was 
in Honolulu, looking after the leisure-time wants of ser- 
vice men. But the blitz of that date altered the picture 
completely. It became necessary to have volunteer mo- 
bile units to entertain the men who would henceforth be 
spending most of their time in remote parts of the Terri- 
tory. As a result, every encampment in Hawaii is now 
“on the circuit” of USO's mobile units. 

On some evening the men at a lonely beach outpost 
hear the approach of tyo trucks. The first unloads a 
movie projector, a small piano and the men to operate 
them. The other contains candy, magazines, newspapers, 
cookies and writing paper for the service men—besides a 
group of hula dancers who are going to entertain after 
the movie. 

When the trucks pull out the boys from the Bronx, 
’Frisco and points between are content to turn in. With 
the USO on the job, they have lost that feeling of being 
“a thousand miles from nowhere”. 

Whether on a cold beach in Newfoundland or in the 
tropical jungle of Panama, USO has discovered that mak- 
ing service men happy requires certain things. It requires 
books and writing materials. It requires a place to take 
a shower (the No. 1 preference of men off duty). It re- 
quires ping-pong tables, checker boards and equipment 
for other games. It requires all of these — if the budget 
with stretch. 

To take care of this budget the USO is now holding 
its 1942 War Fund Campaign. 
ed to contribute its share toward this fund. Lee Countians 
will surely over-subscribe their share during the next fif- 
teen days.

Most 
of you know and realize | have been in business in thie com | 
munity for the past 50 years, and | am « firm believer in the 
principles of the Golden Rule, and have always done my level 
best to live up to the very letter of this Rule — in all my 
besiness dealings. 

I would emphasize that has always been my business 
policiy to treat every mam, woman and child, regardless of 
race, creed or color, Exactly Right, im all transactions, and 
mever to take any undue advantage of any individual when | 
caught in 2 tight place to “force him to the wall”, thus | 
getting something for nothing — or to try to force folks 
to pay me an obligation by process of law, when not con- 
venient te meet it by exercise of proper effort on their part. 

No one can truthfully say [| have ever willingly or 
knowingly been guilty of any intentional wrong in any 
business transaction. 

The first 34 years of thie long business experience wat 
im the organization of the Pennington Gap Bank, and the 
development of the same, as chief executive officer from « 
very small beginning to the largest and best bank in Lee 
County, Virginia. 

Of course, it passed through good and bad periods of 
business years, always standing firm and strong — ready 
to serve the community to the very utmost. 

The last sixteen years of my experience covers Gen- 
eral Manager of Pennington Milling Company, including 
the past four years of sickness with a severe attack of 
asthma, most of which four years 1 bave been unable to 
do any work. 

This mill was organized by J. A. Tubbs, of Somerset. 
Ky., in 1895. The first was 2 wooden structure, equipped 
with a 50-barrel Allis Mill and fixtures. 

After the first year's operation—any of the stockholders 
now living will tell you—it paid a cash dividend of 15%- 
Each year regularly at the annual meeting of the stockholders, 
with only a mill door trade, supplemented by the patronage of 
the section crews on L. & N. Railroad between Hubbard Springs 
and Olinger, Virginia. During this period | bought out most 
of the smaller stockholders, and later when Mr. Tubbs decided 
to move to Kansas, I took over his share and endeavored to 
look after mill transactions, along with my duties at the bank. 

This proved too great » task — as there Was not enough 
hours in the day to enable me properly to care for the in- 
terests of both bank and the mill, and transactions of the mill 
were greatly neglected, with result of the accumulation of a / 
large volume of unpaid accounts, besuse I ‘did not have time 
to regularly ask for payments on the same.

sold the same. I then bought out the remaining stockholders 
and severed my connection with the bank and went over to 
mill to take personal charge of same as manager.

Necessary Changes To 
Render Services Expected 
Explained and Discussed 


Mr. F. E. Stewart, secretary- 
treasurer of the Lee County Na- 
tional Farm Loan Association, has 
just returned from a two-day von- 
ference held at the Daniel Boone 
hotel in Charleston, West Virginia, 
at which Federal Land Bank ap- 
praisers and officials fgrom Balti- 
more explained and discussed 
changes necessary to render the 
services which agriculture expects 
of this covperative credit institu 
tion during the present emergency. 

The National Farm Loan Asso- 
ciation, cooperativly owned by 
farmers, makes loans available for 


the purchase of a farm, for farm | the 


needs and buildings in the proper 
operation of the mortgaged pro} 
erty and to provide eligible farm- 
ers with funds for general agri- 
cultural purposes. 

Rationing of tires and gasoline 
have necessitated changes in the 
transportation problems of the 
system and these details were 
among those discussed and plans 
outlined whereby the work of the 
bank and this National Farm Loan 
Association can continue with the 
same efficiency it has had during 
normal times. 


Emphasis was placed on the ben- | 


efit of keeping a normal value as 
& primary factor in all appraisals 
ef farms for loans, since experi- 
ence has shown this to be the 
sound basis of appraisal in a sit- 
uation such as the world faces to- 
day. 

Extra effort is to be exerted as 
@ result of this conference to en- 
courage the borrowers to make 
yse of the higher incomes of to- 
day for the payment of existing 
lebts.

Col. Battle Enters 


Armed Servic 


Darden Sets Vehicle | 
| Load Limits; Highway 
Situation is Problem 


(By Virginia W. Davis) 

Richmond, Va.—(State News). | 
| Marion S. Battle, for the past four 
‘years Director of the Division of 
Motor Vehicles, today received 
his commission as Lieutenant-Col- 
onel, U. S. Army, and his orders 
to report to duty July Ist at the 
office of the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral in Washington. | 

Informed of Colonel Battle's or- 
ders, Governor Darden said: 
| “He has rendered fine service 
as head of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles. By virtue of his train- 
ing and service I know he will be 
of great value in the office of the 
Provost Marshal. I very much 
hope it will be possible for him to 
have Virginia as part of his ter- 
ritory.” 
| Colonel Battle will not have to 
tender his resignation as Motor 
Vehicles Director since, under the 
reorganization authorized by the 
Genera! Assemly, the present set- 
up of the Division will be liqui- 
dated as of July 1st and the duties 
of the Division placed in two di- 
visions with two separate heads, 
one for licensing and one for 
‘State Police. Neither of these two 
heads have been appointed by 
Governor Darden. 

Colonel Battle was born in 
Rocky Mount, N. C. in 1880 but, 
with his family, moved at an early 
age to Southwest Virginia. While 
a student at St. Albans School in 
Radford he enlisted in the U. S. 
| Army for service in the Spanish- 
American War. He first saw ser- 
vice in the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion, during which time he was 
commissioned a second lieutenant. 
During World War I he was as- 
signed to the Forty-second or 
Rainbow Division and with them 
sailed for France. Later he was 
to serve at the First Corps head- 
quarters as heavy artillery offi-| 
cer; Chief of the Information Sec-| 
tion of the First Army in Coblenz,' 


and Provost Marsh of Paris in 
1919. He has been decorated by 
four governments, the United 
States Distinguished Service Med- 
al, the French Legion of Honor, 
the War Cross of Czecho - Slo- 
vakia, and the Order of Danielo 
of Montenegro. 

Colonel Battle voluntarily re- 
tired from active service in 1982 


| as a full colonel and settled down 
| in Roanoke, where he took an act- 


ive part in the civic and political 
life of the community. He was 
elected to the General Assembly, 
but resigned to become postmaster 
at Roanoke in 1937. This he re- 
signed when, in March, 1938, he 
was appointed by former Govern- 
or Price as Director of the Divi- 


' sion of Motor Vehicles. 


Interviewed today Colonel Battle 
said: “The past four years have 
been interesting and pleasant, but 
I am glad to go back into the 
Army and have another opportun- 
ity to be of service.” 

Executive Order 

Governor Darden today an- 
nounced that an Executive Order 
is now being prepared setting 
forth the maximum load limits 
on all commercial motor vehicles 
according to the limits which have 
been recommended by the Public 
Roads Administration in Washing- 
ton and by the highway officials 
of a majority of States. His ac- 
tion follows the request from the 
War Department that each State 
permit all commercial motor ve- 
hicles to be loaded and operated 
to the full extent of their capacity 
within uniform limits. These uni- 
form limits will be operative not 
only for motor vehicles directly 
engaged in transporting materials 
for prosecuting the war effort, but 
also for commercial motor ve- 
hicles generally for the duration 
of the war. The War Department 
gave as the reason for the request 
that “the maintenance of existing 
varying state standards will result 
in ¢ying-up an undue amount of 
motor vehicles and will thus inter- 
fere with the maximum utilization 
of motor vehicles for the war ef- 
fort and for essential civilian 
economy.” 


The recommended load limits 
are as follows: 

(1) permissiblé width, 96° ins.; 
| (2) permissible height, 12% feet; 
| (3) permissible length of a single 
| vehicle, 35 feet; (4) permissible 

length of a combination, 45 feet; 
| (5) permissible weight per inch 
with of tire, 600 Ibs.; (6) permis- 
sible weight on a single axle, 18,- 
000 Ibs.; (7) permissible weight 
on two axles, 30,000 Ibs.; (8) per- 
missible weight on three axles, 40,- 
000 Ibs.; (9) permissible weight 
or semi-trailers, 40,000 Ibs.; (10) 
permissible weight of other com- 
binations, 40,600 Ibs.

N. Clarence Smith, chairman of 
the Conservation Commission, has 
forwarded a letter to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, who is also 
Federal Petroleum Cordinator, ad- 
vocating a “vacation ration” of 
gasoline. No reply has as yet 
been received, but Mr. Smith is 
hopeful of results for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

“According to the best informa- 
tion available, there will be such 
an overwhelming demand for the 
use of trains, buses, planes and 
steamship lines which are still op- 
erating that these facilities will be

They are the principal ch 
Securities. They are a contact point between government and war in 


annel between the Treasury and the investor. They themselves are large buyers of Government 


dustry. Their machinery is used at almost every step.in the great war program. Fulfillment of this great responsi- 


bility will be aided by a clear definition and wide recognition of the banker’s duties. That is the purpose of this statement. 


To avoid inflation the government must draw the funds it borrows 
primarily from the current income of individuals and institutions and 
only secondarily from commercial banks.

Fifty-two children from Lee 
County have been cared for by 
the Children’s Home Society of 
Virginia since its organization 
over 40 years ago, according to 


information received by Dr. G. B.| 
Setzler, of Pennington Gap, who} 


is chairman of the Lee County 
campaign to raise funds for the 
Society to care 
homeless babies. The local cam- 
paign is now in progress. 

Caring for homeless babies in 
private homes while finding adopt- 
ive parents is one of the major 
tasks of the Children’s Home So- 
ciety of Virginia. For this reason 
most of the children it accepts are 
very young babies that are poten- 
tially suitable for adoption, al- 
though it does accept for tempo- 
rary care certain older children in 
need of a period of adjustment 
outside of their own homes, 

Children are first placed for 
period in a boarding home to 
the case workers of the Society an 
opportunity to study them and also 
to give the children's real parent 
or parents, if they are living, time 
to make their own plans for them. 
These boarding homes are with 
women who are expert at caring 
for young children, often with 
children of their own. During 
this boarding home period every 
child is observed carefully and

Motorists today were warned 
by Colonel M. S. Battle, director 
of the Division of Motor Vehicles, 
to take extra precautions for the 
protection of their tires during 
the summer months. 

Tires wear out twice as fast in 








!the summer months than in the 


winter, the director said. Heat is 
a natural enemy to rubber, he 
pointed out, wearing the tread of 
the tires faster and weakening the 
strength of the cords. 

“Tire manufacturers say that 
a road surface in the summer is 
20 to 30 per cent hotter than the 
atmospheric temperature, Colonel 
Battle said. So a tire tread at 100 
degrees heat will wear out five 
times as fast as at 40 degrees. 
Tires failures are 20 per cent high- 


er in the four summer months 
than in the remainder of the 
year.”

1. Keep tires properly inflated 
as soft tires cause flexing and 
more heat. 

2. Drive at reasonable speeds, 
even slower than the 40 mile an 
hour limit.

|Don't Adopt, Birds, Game 
Animals, Official Warns 





A warning to all Virginians to 
leave bear cubs, fawns, and other 
young game animals and birds 
alone was issued today by M. D. 
Hart, executive secretary of the 
Commission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries. 

Cubs and fawns are frequently 
found in the woods during early 
summer months. Apparently lost, 
these young animals are often 
brought home by well-meaning but 
uninformed people. Young turk- 
eys and other game birds are also 
caught, sometimes out of curiosity 
and sometimes in intentional viola- 
tion of the law. 

Young bears, deer, and other 
forms of woodland wildlife are 
seldom if ever deserted by their 


mothers. They may be left alone 





| for a time, but if they are not 


they will be 
properly cared for. These ani- 
mals and birds seldom survive in 


ture them. {If a person has dis- 
covered a young bird or animal 
that he is sure is/lost, he should 
leave ere it is and notify a 
game warden immediately.

Hunting and Fishing 
Licenses Expire Soon 


Richmond.—A reminder to Vir- 
ginia sportsmen that their present 
hunting and fishing licenses will 
expire on June $0 was issued to- 
day by M. D. Hart, executive sec- 
retary of the Commission of Game 
and Inland Fisheries. The new 
1942-43 ficenses will be required 
on and after July 1. 

The new licenses may be ob- 
tained from the clerks of the cor- 
poration courts of cities, and from 
the clerks of the circuit courts of 
counties. Game wardens, magit- 
trates ,and other such persons are 
not authorized to issue the licenses 
or to accept money for the 
licenses. 

“No receipt, affidavit or other 
such document can take the place 
of the cial hunting or fishing 
license which hunters and fisher- 
men are required by law to carry 
on their person,” Mr. Hart pointed 
out. “The fact that the money 
| for the required license has been 
sent to the proper clerk cannot be 
accepted by a game warden as au- 
thorizing any person to hunt or 
fish without license.” 

! Landowners Excepted 

Landowners, their wives or hus- 
bands and children, are not re- 
quired to have a license to hunt 
or fish upon their own lands or

‘The Manpower Mobilization Pro- 

gram, with its aim of seeing that 
everyone has a job and that each 
is doing the job for which he or 
she is best fitted, is one attack on 
the problem of manpower waste. 
‘Another line of attack has been 
stressed recently in messages from 
the President himself. This line 
of attack hits at the waste of in- 
dustrial manpower caused by ill 
health, Ill health is an enemy on 
the production front fully as much 
as on the field of battle. The 
Japanese on Bataan were aided by 
malarial fevers, which fought 
against our troops in the steam- 
ing jungles of thatPeninsula. 
Japs and the Nazis are aided by 
the disease ard illness which fights 
‘on their side in the war produc- 
tion centers of America. 


Good Health Compulsory : 
But the compulsion to remain 
fit extends beyond the factory 
front—it is a compulsion laid up- 
‘on all of us. Indifferent health 
means indifferent morale, and in- 
different morale is an invitation to 
defeat. The weapons with which 
ill health is fought on the home 
front are weapons known to every 
housewife—proper food, proper 
exercise, and proper rest. On the 
industrial front the problem is 
complicated by other factors. Sev- 
eral weeks before Mr. McNutt 
transmitted the President's mes- 
sage on health and morale to some 
8,500 key executives in war pro-

Drying of vegetables and fruits 
will be very popular this year be- 
cause of shortages of rubber, 
metal and other canning equip- 
ment, to say nothing of shortages 
of sugar, says Miss Janet L. Cam- 
eron, food and nutrition specialist 
of the Virginia Agricultural Ex- 
tension Division. 

“Can tomatoes and dry the rest" 
is the slogan which many farm 
families are adopting because they 


bers and metal caps. 
General directions for drying 
vegetables are: 


Gather them fresh and prepare | 


as for cooking. Blanch or steam 
all vegetables for 6 minutes. Then 
spread on screen trays and dry un- 
til no moisture can be pressed out; 
this takes 2 to & days in the sun, 
or 2 to 10 hours in a slow oven, 
depending an the heat, the circula- 
tion of air, and the humidity, 


Virginia homemakers are find-/ 
ing many ways to dry foods satis- 


factorily. 

1, In the sun, on screen trays, 
covered to keep out flies and in- 
sects. (They take the foods in- 
doors at sundown and put them 


back in the sun the next morning.) | 


2. In a warming oven, or over 
the slow part of a wood or coal 
stove. Racks of several trays are 
often used for this. Some use 
screens suspended over a stove and 
worked by pulleys from the ceiling. 

3. In a slow oven (110-150 de- 
grees) with the door left sjar to 
Jet moisture out. A stove with 
controlled heat is best for this. 

4. In a hot, dry room with an 
electric fan. Attics with ventila- 
tion are excellent for this.

Ne Lottery Te Be Held 
For New Draft Registrants 


Washington.—Birth dates in 
stead of a national lottery will de 
termine the serial and order num 
bers of youths 18 through 20 who 
register under the Selective Ser- 
vice Law next Tuesday, it was an 
nounced. 

It will mark the first time that 
birth dates have been used as a 
basis for determining order num- 
bers. It likewise eliminates a most 
colorful and exciting ceremony. 
the draft lottery which was used 
during all World War drafts and 
revived in October, 1940, for the 
nation’s first peacetime lottery. 
Two drawings have been held/ 
since. | 

Under the new system, each lo- 
cal board will arrange registration | 
cards of June 30 registrants (those 
born between Jan. 1, 1922, and/ 


ing to birth dates. Cards of regis- |the 


trants born Jan. 1, 1922 will be 
on top. Cards of those born Jan. 
2, 1922, will be next, and so on, 
with cards of those born June 30, 
1920, going on the bottom of the 
pile. In cases where two or more 
registrants have the same birth 
date, cards will be arranged in 
alphabetical order. 

The registrants whose card is on 
top of the pile will get serial num- 
ber N-1. The next card will get 
serial number N-2, and so on down 
the list. 

The youth holding serial num- 
ber N-1 will receive the next avail- 
able order number in his local 
board. For example, if the last 
order number assigned by a board 
was 11,120, the registrant with 
serial number N-1 would get order 
number 11,121. Under this sys- 
tem, 20-year-olds apparently would 
not be called up for military ser- 
vice until the list of previous

“Today we have a railroad management schooled in our transports:

The General Maximum Price 
Regulation requires that on or be- 
fore July 1, 1942, every person 
offering to sell cost-of-living 
modities at retail, file with th 
local War Price and  Rationins 
Board in his city, town or county, 
a statement showing his 
price for each such 
which must be no hei: 
highest March, 1942, price for the 
same commodity 
How To File 

No special forms will be fucn- 
ished the retailers for the filing 
of cost-of-living commodity ceiling 
price lists. The regulations require 
that the retailer use standard size 
paper and give an appropriate de- 
scription of the commodity, indi- 
eating the brand, the trade num- 
ber, the manufacturer, or other 
appropriate description or indeti- 
fication of the commodity. 
Cost-of-Living Items to Be 
Posted By July First a 

On or before July 1, 1942, 
every person offering to see at 
retail any cost-of-living commodi- 
ties is required to post in his 
store his celing prices, based on 
his March, 1942, prics.

“Excess” Tobacco Growers 

Growers of types of tobacco af- 
fected by marketing quotas who 
have excess tobacco in 1942 may 
enter into a carry-over agreement 
with the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration through the county AAA 
office, to offset the excess by har-* 
vesting less than the allotment in 
1943. 

A “within” marketing card may 
be issued for 1942 and, by under- 
planting next year, payment of the 
marketing quota penalty may be 
avoided: The regular deduction 
will be made from the farm agri- 
cultural conservation payment if 
there is excess.

“A shoctage of persons engaged in this activity has resulted from the 
rapid expansion of the activity, and the necessity for an increased num- 
ber of “hand laborers” duc to the lack of sufficient mechanical equip- 
ment. In addition this industry presents a peculiar problem inasmuch as 
most of its occupations necessitate men who are abowe average in phys- 
ical fitness. Due to the variation ia the characteristics of coal mimes and 
the goacral differences of mine practices ad conditions, men engaged 
in the production of coal in one district are not necessarily qualified to 
work ia other districts madess 4 perind of apprensiceshép i served.

“In the Name of Decency” 


In connection with the record- 
breaking £42,820,000,000 Army 
supply bill, Senator Charles L. Mc- 
Nary, of Oregon, took a  atand 
that should receive public com- 
mendation. He asked for time to 
consider the bill, “in the name of 
decency and some concern for ex 
penditure of public funds."

Traffic deaths for the first half 
of 1942 were 24% less than in 
1941, the Department of State 
Police said today in announcing 
preliminary figures. In the first 
six months of 1942 there were 352 
deaths reported in Virginia, and in 
1941 there were 463, or a de- 
crease of 111. 

Travel by motor vehicle in the 
State fell off in the period by 8%, 
so the mileage death rate fell only 
17%, from 16.4 in 1941 to 13.5 
in 1942. This figure of 13.5 rep- 
resents the lowest mileage death 
rate for Virginia for many years, 
|however, and indicates that travel

Councll Is Formed 


Formation of an Interstate 
Farmers’ Council was announced 
this week, with five Virginia farm 
leaders as directors. 

‘The Council, a non-profit corre- 
lating organization of major farm 
groups and farm cooperatives in 
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Delaware, and Pennsylvanis, has 
as one of its purposes the protec- 
tion of “the individual rights of 
farmers to prosecute their busi- 
ness in their own way. 

That purpose, said P.C . Turner 
of Parkton, Maryland, newly elect- 
ed president of the Council, sp- 
plies to John L. Lewis “or anyone 
else who may attempt through in- 
timidation, fear, or dictation, to 
take away from farmers their 
rights.” Council headquarters will 
be in Baltimore. 

Lewis’ organizers have announc- 
ed that the campaign to organize 
farmerg into a unit of the United 
Mine workers is now active in 
thirteen states, and The Farm 
Journal has estimated that the 
total dues collected by a check-off 
of two cents per ‘hondfred weight 
on milk would run to $54,000,- 
000 annually if the campaign were 
successful. Farmers have organ- 
ized opposition to the Lewis move 
in 19 states. ! 

“I want to make it plain,” said 
Mr, Turner, “that neither the In- 
terstate Farmers’ Council nor 
farmers generally have any quar- 
rel with organized labor as such.

Recent reports reveal that in 
the coalfield area and elsewhere in 
Lee County, several wild-cat 
bro: have been heard on 
the air. This is dome by changing 
over & few wirés on-® phonograph 
record playing spparstus that is 
connected to your radio. Thus 
with the proper connection to your 
radio aerial, the instrument sends 
out a broadcast signal. 


This is an absolute violation of 
federal regulations and is punish- 
able by five years imprisonment in 
8 federal penitentiary and a fine 
of $10,000. 

A year ago, Federal agents with 
their electronic devices made s 
complete check-up in Lee and 
nearby counties, reporting the lo- 
cation of eleven wild-cat trans- 
mitters, most of which were in 
Lee County. They then gave the 
boys a chance after destroying the 
equipment. The next ones located 
will receive only one penaity— 
condemnation 

The only reason the operators 
were given a chance at that time 
was because most of them were 
doing their broadcasts in  ignor- 
ance of the law and in peace time; 
today is war time and everyone 
knows that - illegal broadcasting 
now can be easily construed as an 
act of sabotage.

| LOSS OF GRAIN IN LEE

| Each year many bushels of 
‘small grain are lost by Lee County 
farmers by Cereal Smuts. Most of 
these smuts can be controlied if 
the grain is treated, before plant- 
ing, with New Improved Ceresan 
dust. This dust is effective for the 
control of covered smut of wheat; 
both loose and covered smuts of 
oats, seed-borne stripe disease, 
covered and black loose smuts of 
barley.

Col. Ryan of Kingsport 
Devises Traffic Signal 


Kinkstport, Tenn., Lt. Col. W. 
E. Ryan, commanding officer of 
Holston Ordnance Werks at 
port, has devised a new 40- 
“hour hand signal to warn 
ts who are driving too fast. 
nal is made by placing the 
thumb of the hand under the palm 
and holding the hand upright with 
four fingers extended. It may be 
used when an automobile is pass- 
ing in either direction, or by a 
perestrian, 

Colonel Ryan says this signal 
has a‘double message for “fast” 
drivers. First, he states, with each 
of the four fingers indicating 10 
miles an hour, the signal in effect 
asks a fast driver to slow down 
to 40. Secondly, the four fingers 
form a triple “V indicating that | 













victory will come a great deal fas- 
ter if every American citizen does 
his part in helping conserve our 
vital war materials. 

The 40-miles-an-hour signal is 
the result of Colonel Ryan's belief 
that drivers “‘step on it” uncons- 
ciously and from force of habit, 
and not maliciously.

line. If their attention is called to 
the fact that they are driving over 
40, Colonel Ryan says that the 
great majority of fast drivers wiil

Drivers of government cars at 
the Holston Ordnance Works have 
beén ordered not to drive over 40 
except in cases of real emergency 
Notices of this maximum speed 
limits are posted plainly in the 
front of each Holston automobile 
where drivers cannot miss seeing 
them.

Progress Since 1935,

Assistant County Agent, Joe P./ 
Lyle, reports that the Extension- 
TVA program in Lee County has 
progressed a great deal since it 
began in 1935. In 1935, 13 farms 
were chosen to be unit test 
demonstration farms. Today there| 
are 61 unit test demonstration/ 
farms in the county, 25 of which!

Two Special Area demonstra-| 
tions are under way in different 
sections of the county which are!

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SYSTEMS OF BEEF CATTLE FARMING FOR LEE CO. 
By R. C. Carter, County Agent 


The question is frequently asked “which is the best 
beef cattle system for Lee County?” or “Should I keep 
cows and sell calves or buy calves and grow steers?” The 
answer is that there is no one best system for the county 
as a whole but there is a system best adapted to each farm, 
Lee County farms are quite variable in respect to size, 
topography, soil fertility, quality of grass, relative acreage 
of cropland and pasture, and quantity of grain and rough- 
age produced. The equipment of the farm, barns and fenc- 
es as well as arrangement of the fields are to be consider- 
ed, together with the labor conditions and the ability and 
experience of the owner and manager. It is my intention 
to discuss a number of beef cattle systems adaptable to Lee 
County and conditions and suggest circumstances favoring 
each, 


1. Keeping a Cow Herd and selling the calf crop at 


weaning time. * 

This system is best adapted to farms which produce 
chiefly grass and roughage with little or no grain. It may 
be considered as producing the raw product which is fin- 
ished in sections where grain is relatively plentiful. It is 
one well adapted to many Lee County farms, and is be- 
coming increasingly popular with both large and small 
farmers in late years. : 

Good grade Beef cows of Hereford or Shorthorn 
breeding should be mated to purebred, registered Here-. 
ford bulls of the thick, short-legged, quick maturing type. 
The Hereford breed is specified because 95 to 98 pct. of 
the cattle in Lee County are grade or purebred Herefords 
and the reputation of Lee County in the cattle business is 
based on Herefords. Feeder calves are sold to best ad- 
vantage in good sized lots of uniform quality. A few off 
colored calves, no matter how good they are, detract from 
the appearance and price of any load of calves. The 
breeding of the bulls is of utmost importance. 

It is imperative that good balls be used. In fact, a 
good many of our registered bulls are not good enough to 
produce the best feeder calves. 

The cows should be bred to calve from February to 
June if the calves are to be sold in October, the earlier 
calving being more desirable. Bulls should be turned with 
the cows in April or May and should be removed in Sep- 
tember or October. - Calves should be dehorned and cas- 
trated as early as possible. 
ated early, the knife may be used, but if delayed until late 





in the season when the weather is hot, flies are bad and|if legume roughage is available. 


If the bull calves are cast-|are 
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in the calf crop . 

Cretp feeding should start at an early age, just as soon 
as the calf will begin to nibble a little grain. It should be 
started before the cows go to the pasture. Creep feeding 
is simply the arrangement of a trough or self feeder in a 
pen so that the calves can get to it but the cows cannot. It 
should be in the barn or barnyard. Later, after the calves 
have learned. to eat at the self feeder they may be moved 
to the pasture and the creep feeder placed in the place 
that the cows spend most of their “loafing” time, near 
their favorite shade, watering place or the salt boxes. 

Milk is high in protein no additional protein need 
be fed to the calves. Grain is the only feed that need be 
kept in the feeder. Cracked corn, cracked barley or oats 
are suitable. 
feed in the self-feeder all the time and that it is kept dry. 

During the pasture season the calves should eat from 
9-12 bushels of grain and should weigh 600 pounds or bet- 
ter by October. They should be fat enough to be desirable 
as slaughter cattle. The cows should be wintered on 
roughage alone with or without a protein supplement, de- 
pending on whether or not legume roughages are used. By 
growing legume roughages and a moderate amount of 
grain, farmers may produce fat calves at an early age 
without buying any feed at all. 

3. Keeping a cow herd, creep feeding the heifer 
calves and selling the steer calves as feeder calves 
in the fall. 

Under this system a combination of (1) and (2) are 
used. The steer calves are allowed to run with their 
mothers and are sold as feeder steers. The heifers are 
creep-fed and sold in the fall as light butcher cattle. It is 
suitable for the larger farms which has two pasture bound- 
ries to run the two groups of cows and calves. 

At the present time the demand for heifer calves is 
very strong and it is possible to dispose of all of them at an 
advantage. In more normal times, however, the demand 
for steer calves is greater than for heifers. Some system 
must be adopted which will dispose of heifers advan- 
tageously. _ This one is suggested for those farms which 
have sufficient pastures to divide the herd into two groups 
and which can produce a moderate amount of grain for 
creep feeding the heifers. 

4. Keeping a cow herd, wintering the steer calves 
without grain and selling them the following fall 
as feeder yearlings. 

_ The heifer calves may be sold in the fall at weaning 
time or may be creep-fed and sold as light butcher cattle. 
This system will enable the farmer to market good year- 
ling feeder steers of which there are never enough to meet 
the demand, weighing from 750-800 pounds, without feed- 
ing any grain. It is suitable for farms producing a quan-| 
tity of roughage and grass. The coarser and poorer rough-| 
age may be fed to the cows with the better quality rough-/| 
age going to the steer calves, 

5. Buying “high quality steer calves, wintering with- 
out grain and selling as feeder yearlings the fol-| 
lowing fall.

There isa vaccine on the market for pinkeye but its value/ 
is still not completely determined.

The cows and calves should be grazed on good pas-| 
ture throughout the summer. If a late summer drought} 
occurs as is often the case (though not this year, 1942) a/ 
piece of wheat stubble with Lespedeza is very valuable to 
keep thé cows milking. An electric fence is useful to tem- 
orarily cut off a field for this purpose. 

The calves should be marketed in early October, 
weighing from 300 to 350 Ibs. up. Smaller calves should 
be marketed later in the season rather than to be carried 
over to the following year. A number of calf producers, 
particularly the larger and older established ones have 
developed a market with cattle feeders who take their 
calf crop year.after year. 

Other producers, particularly the small producer, find 
the cooperative feeder calf sale of greatest advantage in 
selling their cattle. Whatever method of selling is used, 
the quality of the calves produced and the breeding be- 
hind them determine the price over the long period. 

Cows should be wintered on roughage entirely and 
without any grain—Perhaps the best and cheapest feed 
is corn silage and good legume hay (alfalfa, lespedeza orl 
clover). Legume or mixed hay is also sufficient if fed 
alone. If only non-legume roughages, such as corn silage, 
corn fodder, grass hay and straw are used, it is necessary | 





even though they lose their calf fat. 

The principal thing to remember in buying feeder 
calves is to get good breeding. Special precuations 
should be taken to insure that the calves are sired by pure- 
bred beef bulls of high quality.

This system suits a number of large, rather extensive 
farms producing large quantities of roughage and grass, 
often with non-resident owners or whose owners find it 
impractical te keep a cow herd. Less labor and skill is 
required in this system than in any of those which the cow | 
herd is involved. _It supplies the demand for heavy feed- 
ers of good quality between graziers of the better blue-| 
grass sections of Virginia. Speculative risks are greater 
in this system than in systems involving the cow herd. For! 
this reason many operators who formerly followed varia- 
tions of this system have recently gone inte the cow busi- 
ness. 

Steers of good quality, either yearlings or two- year’ 
olds, are bought in the fall and wintered 80 as to maintain 
their weight. They would be wintered on silage and 
legume hay; mixed hay alone; legume hay alone; silage, 
non-legume roughage and one pound of cottonseed meai 
or other protein supplement per head per day; or non- 
legume roughage with protein supplement. The cattle 
should be fed so as to just maintain their weight during 
the winter, neither gaining or losing. Experiments con- 
ducted by C. M. Kincaid and others at the Virginia Ex- 
periment Station have shown that steers gain more weight, 
on grass if fed at maintainance levels during the winter 


than if they are fed so as to gain weight during the winter, |

Farm Machinery Rationed 

Due to the shortage in certain 
kinds of farm machinery, ration- 
ing has been ordered by the War 
Production Board. Farm machin- 
ery is included in three groupe 
according to importance and te 
scarcity. 

Group A consists of the larger 
machines which are most scarce. It 


includes tractors, disc harrows, 
grain drills, hay balers, manure 
spreaders, feed grinders, shred- 


ders, combines, milking machines, 
and milk coolers. Machines in this 
group may be secured only after 
a certificate from the County 
Farm Machinery Rationing Board. 

Group M includes most other 
farm machinery such as corm 
planters, plows, harrows, cultiva- 
tors, binders, mowers, rakes, 
threshers, corn shellers, cane mills, 
engines, wagons, cream separators, 
sprayers, water systems, barn 
equipment, poultry equipment, si- 
los, wood saws horseshoes and 
horseshoe machinery may be pur- 
chased from a dealer by any farm- 
er provided he signs a statement 
certifying that the machinery or 
equipment is needed for the op- 
eration of his farm. 

Group C includes hand tools, 
hoes, rakes, forks, shovels, and 
such other machinery not included 
in group B. Items in group C 
may be sold without any restric- 
tions.

Motor vehicle inspection will be 
due again in October, according to 
a proclamation just signed by Gov- 
ernor Colgate W. Darden. Every

The inspection is designat- 
ed as being for safety and con- 
servation. 


Motorists were urged to make 
their plans early for inspection. 
The Department of State Police 
Sugkests that owners make an 
appointment with their inspection 
station to avoid unnecessary driv- 
ing to stations perhaps only to find 


them too busy to take additional 
cars. 


‘The inspection period last May 
was extended by proclamation of 
the Governor, but the State Police 
report that it did not accomplish 
its purpose. People who had not 
had their cars checked merely 
waited again until the end of the 
extension and then rushed the in- 
spection stations. Major C. W. 
Woodson, Jr., Superintendent of 
State Police, said today that he 
felt there should be no extension 
of tite unless some now unfore- 
situation arises.

Major Woodson said. Government 
restrictions on parts are not so 
stringent that any particular dif- 
ficulty is expected in obtaining 
necessary replacement parts, and 
the necessity of maintaining ve- 
hicles in good condition is more 
important now than ever before, 
he said.

RICHMOND—The Virginia gen- 
eral assembly passed by  unani- 
mous vote Gov. Colgate W. Dar- 
den’s program to offset the $18,- 
550,000 state debt, which is not 
due, by the purchase of Federal

[as outstanding Virginia issues.

The Senate-approved bill con-

debt as it falls due, will place us in an advantageous po: 
tion to face th-se difficult problems which inevitably wi 
be an afterm..th of the present war. 















Virginia has already seen in many ways the fruits of| 


her comparative freedom of indebtedness. Today Virginia 
has thesecon d lowest tax rate on land and tangible per- 
sonal property, in proportion to value, of all states in the 
union. 


The legislators are to be commended for agreeing to 
assemble. without receiving their full pay and deserve and 
will receive the appreciation of Virginians in adopting this 
program of debt payment. 

Ths action on the part of Governor Darden will, I 
believe, meet with the unanimous approval of the people 
of Virginia, and it is but another instance of the notable 
service he is rendering the State of Virginia. Py

[New Law Now Requires All 
Traffic Accidents Be Reported 
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\Failure To Report Any | 
| Accident Involves All| 


| aes 
Drivers and police officers are 
| both required to file reports of 
traffic accidents under a new 
[state law effective recently, the 
Department of State Police an- 
|nounced today. Any accident re- 
‘sulting in injury, death, or total 
|property damage of ten dollars 
or more must be reported. 

| Reports shall be made on forms; 
furnished by the Department of 
State Police, and shall be send by 
drivers and investigating police| 
in! 
Richmond. Accidents occurring in| 
cities and towns must be reported 
in the same manner as accidents/ 
in rural areas. 

“The purpose of this require- 
ment,” said Major C. W. Woodson, 
Superintendent of State Police 
te provide the accident pre- 
vention agencies of the state with 
full information about accidents 
so proper steps can be taken to 
avoid similar accidents in the fu- 
tur 

“Reports from drivers are con- 
fiden: and under the law can- 
not be shown to anyone nor used 
as evidence in any trial, civil or 
criminal. Reports from police of- 
ficers are almost as secret, but we 
are allowed to give out names and 
addresses, dates, times, and loca- 
tions from their reports.” 

Cities and town desiring to col- 
lect accident records for their own! 
use are permitted by the state 
law to pass an ordinance requiring 
drivers to make a report to the 
city department, but this report is 
in addition to the one required to} 


be sent to the state. | 




















DUCK SEASON TO 
OPEN NOVEMBER 10 


The Federal Migratory Bird 
Hunting Regulations for 19412 
have been received. by the Vir- 
ginia Commission of Game and In- 
land Fisheries. Advance notices of 
these regulations were received 
several weeks ago. 

The season for shooting duck, 
geese, brant and coot in Virginia 
will be November 2 - January 10. 
This is an extension of ten days 
over the season of last year. 
Brant, on which a closed season 
prevailed for the past several 
years, can now be legally killed. 

Shooting hours are sunrise to 
sunset instead of sunrise to 4 p.

For the first time in recent 
years all species of duck may be 
shot and the bag limit is 10 in 
the aggregate (including only 1 
wood duck) except that the daily 
bag limit may not include more 
than 3 of either or both of red- 
heads or buffleheads. 

The bag limit on geese has been 
reduced to 2 from 3 last year. The 
bag limit on brant is also 2. Bag 
limit on coot is 25.

Greater emphasis is being plac- 
ed upon the seeding of winter le- 
gumes as winter cover and green 
manure crops; application of lime 
and superphosphate and potash to 
winter legumes, permanent pas- 
tures, and other approved uses; 
and the carrying out of erosion 
control practices such as terrac- 
ing, contour strip cropping, and 
reforestation. 

The rate of payment for turning 
under a good stand and growth of 
winter legumes has been increased 
from $3 to $4 per acre.

Incumbent John W. Flanagan, Jr. was reelected for the seventh 
consecutive term as Congressman in the Ninth District Tuesday by a 
majority of 7,000 over the Republican opponent, Col. Cary I. Crock- 
ett, of Seven Mile Ford, 

In Lee County, Flannagan polled 2011 votes, while Crockett poll- 
ed 1,057. Scarcely more than half the qualified voters cast a bal- 
lot. Very little interest was shown in the race compared with those 
of previous years.

‘The Post Office Department now 
is starting the most gigantic task 
in its history—the movement of a 
deluge of Christmas parcels, cards 
and letters while maintaining reg- 
ular flow of millions of pieces of 
mail daily to and from our armed 
forces all over the world. 

Indications are that the volume 
of Christrhas mail will be the largg- 
est on record. Already in Sep- 
tember, latest month fo- which 
figures are available, retail sales 
had reached a level second only 
to the record month of December, 
1941, according to the Department 
of Commerce. And sales cre ris- 
ing. Such heavy purchases alwa;s 
presage heavy mailings, 

If thousands of our soldiers, 
sailors, marines and civilian friends 
are not to be disappointed at 
Christmas time, thé public must co- 
operate by mailing earlier than 
ever before and by addressing let-; 
ters and parcels properly. The best 
efforts of the Post Office Depart- 
ment alone cannot be enough, in| 
view of wartime difficulties faced | 
by the postal system. The public| 
must assist. 

About 25,000 experienced postal | 
workers already have been taken 
by the war services. Arrangements 
are under way to add thousands of 
temporary personnel to- postal 
staffs, but this manpower is hard 
to find and is inexperienced. Faci- 
lities of railroads and air lines are 
heavily taxed by movements of 
huge quantities of war materials 
and personnel. Extra trucks are 
almost impossible to obtain. Win-! 
ter weather, hampering transporta- 
‘tion, is beginning. 

The free-mailing privilege grant- 
ed to members of the armed forces} 
hag raised their'mailings some 30 
per cent, it is estimated. Expan- 
sion of those forces also is adding 

idly to the postal burden. 

Tithe deadline already is past for‘ 
mailing gifts to Army and Navy 
personnel overseas with assurance 
that the parcels will arrive by 
Christmas. The New York post 
office reports that in late October, 
350,000 such parcels were handled 
daily in that office alone. 

The Post Office Department is! 
making strenuous efforts to avoid | 
such a terrific jam as it faced in 
1918 under similar conditions, dur-. 
ing the First World War. It can 
succeed in those efforts—and avoid 
many heartaches for its patrons— 
if the public will cooperate by 
mailing early. |

What Time Thanksgiving? - 


“What time Thanksgiving?” is nothing new. This 
country’s first: universal Thanksgiving was December 18, 
1777, during our struggle for independence. The Con- 
tinental Army, under General -Washington, observed it 
again the following year at Valley Forge, scene of bitter 
hardship. Through wars, through heartbreaking] civil 
strife, through years of economic hardship, they have 
found deeper, more moving reasons than in brighter years. 

The Pilgrims’ first Thanksgiving is proof enough of 
this.

After 
the adoption of the Constitution, Congress directed Wash- 
ington to set aside a day for Thanksgiving, That was in 
1789 and he gave thanks in that first presidential Thanks- 
giving. proclamation for the things for Which we had just 
fought ant won, what were they? The people's safety 
and happiness, their civil and religious liberties — the 
things we find at stake today. 

It should be plain this week, Women At War Week, 

. that we shall, altof us-go on ting for them as loug as 
‘they are threatened. Millions of womerf are today assum- 
dng the burden of industry, serving on assembly lines, tak- 
ing their places at the machines, responsible for our war 
production, Millions more are limiting their own and their 
families’ wants: to add-to the nation’s war resources 
through larger war savings. For this is the wemen’s fight 
today just as it was inthe wilderness winters ef 300 years:

MULTIPLE BUYING 


“To reduce buying expenses it is common prac- 
tice for Companies to place buying orders . . . this 
is especially true on the smaller markets. 

“Thus a company, instead of incurring the ex- 
pense of maintaining ITS OWN BUYER on a certain 
market, places a buying order with a LEAF DEAL- 
ER who has a buyer at that market. 

“This buyer bids not only on behalf of his em- 
ployer, but possibly half a dozen other companies. 

“Were it not for the multiple buying’ orders it 
is probable that many of the smaller markets would 
cease to operate, and the existing trend toward 
elimination of small markets would be more pro- 
nounced. 

“Viewed alone, multiple buying may become an 
abuse which is hurtful to growers by reason of the 
fact that competition in buying is diminished.”— 
Southern Tobacco Journal. ‘ 
Due to war conditions multiple buying during the 
duration ‘will increase on the smaller markets and 
the grower having more than an acre should bear 
that fact in mind, and if not too long a haul, sell it 
on an ESTABLISHED MARKET.

Hog Killing Time 

Hog killing time is certainly here 
with the weather we are having 
this week, and lucky is the fam- 
ily who has ohe or: more, well fat- 
tened porkers to butcher. With 
the shortage of meat and lard and 
the impending rationing of meat, 
every family who has hogs to 
butcher should be careful to save 
all the meat and waste nothing. 
If killed during reasonably cold 
weather and properly cured there 
is little dangtr of losing meat. 

For those who use the 
methods of curing, six to eight 
pounds of salt per 100 pounds of 
meat is sufficient. Most country 
cured meat has too much salt 
rather than too little. Many peo- 
ple prefer the “sugar cure” meth- 
od. If sugar-cured meat is de- 
sired, use a mixture of six to 
eight pounds of salt, two pounds of 
saltpeter . For the thinner bacon 
bellies—usually too salty—use only 
five pounds of salt in the above 
mixture.

‘The War Department announced 
on December 5th that it will no 
longer induct into the Army men 
88 years of age or older. 

It said, however, that it may be 
necessary to waive the new 88- 
year-old age limit in certain cases 
in order to obtain for the Army 
skilled men who could not other- 
wise be inducted.

Consequently, whenever whooping 
cough is known te be in the vicin- 
ity, parents should be especially 
careful to keep their children away 
from other youngsters with-Coughs 
or colds of any kind,” states Dr. 
I. C. Riggin, State. Health Com- 
missioner. 

“About two weeks after expos- 
ure to a case, susceptible children 
show the first symptoms of their 
own attack. In approximately ten 
days the dry, brassy cough 
changes to hard coughing which 
gradually becomes more frequent 
and severe and so exhausting that 
the little victim frantically draws 
in a huge breath with the crowing 
sound that xives the disease its 
name. ‘These paroxysms often 
cause the sick child to lose his 
food by vomiting; this loss of 
nourishment weakens him more 
and increaseg the danger of pneu- 
monia serps complications. 

“In about four weeks, improve- 
ment begins. The coughing at- 
tacks grow milder and less fre- 
quent, though weeks may pass be- 
fore recovery is complete. The 
violent and repeated coughing 
may overstrain and weaken mus- 
cles and tissues of the abdomen, 
break blood vessels, and injure the 
lungs. Due to the weakened con- 
dition, the patient may get penu- 
monia germs from almost anyone 
with a cold or even from appar- 
ently healthy friends and relatives. 
Ninety per cent of whooping 
cough deaths are from penumonia. 
Hemorrhages, ruptures, infected 
ears and mastoiditis also are com- 
mon manifestations. 

“Tf a child unfortunately has 
contracted whooping cough, the 
family physician can alleviate the 
symptoms, ward off complications 
and protect other children. Ask 
his advice about whooping cough 
vaccine which usually prevents its 
development entirely or makes it 
much milder. Most babies have the 
vaccine when they are about three 
to six months old to protect them 
during the dangerous first and see- 
ond years.”

Here, in question and answer 
| form, are the major factors about} 
Selective Service collected by the 
Office of War Information from 
j the Bureau of Selective Service of 
jthe War Manpower Commission 
and the Army and Navy Depart- 
ments. An attempt has been made 
to touch on most of the many 
questions raised, but it should be 
recognized that some basic infor- 
jmation, particularly that dealing 
) with future plans, would be useful 
to the enemy and cannot be re- 
leased. 

All arrangements and rulings un- 
der Selective Service are made for 
the purpose of obtaining the men 
the military forces need with the

_ Q. Now that voluntary recruit- 
ing by the Army and Navy has 
| been stopped, can anyone get into 
the armed forces except through 
Selective Service? 

A. Beginning February 1, no 

{one will be allowed to enlist ex- 
cept women, who will continue to 

recruited for the WAACS, 
WAVES, SPARS, and Army and 
Navy Nurses’ Corps, and a small 
number of civilians who may be 
commissioned in the armed forces. 
The Army and Navy may enlist] 
specially qualified men over 38. 

. How many will be called 
through Selective Service ¢hi 
year? 

A. The full answer to this i 
military information. The calls| 
are made on a month-to-month 
basis, with the Selective Service 
being notified about two months 
in advance of the needs of the 
armed services: aa President's 
recent executive order directs that 
the ‘docretatiee of War and Navy 
shall, after consulting with thg 
War Manpower Commission Chair- 
man, determine the number to be 
selected. Official estimates have 
been made that the total armed 
forces (not including officers) will 
be increased from approximately 
5,500,000 now to 9,400,000 by the 
end of 1943 (7,500,000 Army, 
11,500,000 Navy, 400,000 Marines 
and Coast Guards), indicating a 
minimum need of 3,900,000 dur- 
ing 1943—an average of 325,000 
a month, without reference to re- 
placements.

Q. How many soldiers can we 
get during the next year, out of 
the 100,000 a month (1,200,000 a 
year) who attain the age of 18? 

A. It is estimated that the 
armed forces should get 70,000 a 
month from this group. Those 
who are married and with children 
and those whose marriage was 
contracted at a time when their 
selection was not imminent, essen- 
tial workers in industry and agri- 
culture will not be called at once. 
There will also be some who can- 
not meet the physical qualifica- 
tions. In addition, the Draft Act 
as amended provides for the de- 
ferment of high school students in 
this group until the end of the 
academic year (April, May, and. 
June in varius localities) on writ- 
ten request. This latter provision 
does not apply to students in col- 
lege. a 

Q. Will the 18 and 19-year- 
olds fill the quotas for the early 
months of 1943? 

A. Not entirely. 

Q. In what order will the 18 
and 19-year-olds be called? 

A. In accordance with their 
dates of birth, the older regis- 
trants will be called first. This 
means there will be no lotteries 
for this group as were held pre- 
viously. Except for young men 
who are deferred by reason of 
their dependency status or because 
of their occupations, those persons 
who are nearly 20 will be called 
first, then those born 19 years and 
10 months ago, then those born 
19 years and 9 months ago, and so 
n down to the just-18’s, with 
iter ones being liable for induc- 
jon after they reach their 18th 
birthday. 

Q. Will the 18 and 19-year- 
be called before married men? 

A. Generally, yes. 

Q. Are married men being call- 
ed now? 

‘A. Yes, in some states, and 
they will be called generally be- 
fore many months. 

Q. Are married men with de- 
pendent children being called? 

A. Generally, no. The calling 
of married men with dependent 
children, who have acquired de- 
pendency status in accordance 
with Selective Service regulations, 
requires specific authorization of 
the National Director of Selective 
Service and such authorization has 
not been issued. 

Q When will married men 
who are not deferred by reason 
of their occupation be called, and 
in what order? 

A. Married men fall in three 
main categories and will be called 
in this order and at such times 
as their services are required: 

1. Registrants, both married 
and single, with collateral depend- 
ents only. (Mother, father, etc.) 

2. Registrants with dependent 
wives only with whom they main- 
tain a bona fide family relation- 
ship. 

3. Registrants with dependent 
wives and child or children and 
those with one or more children 
only, with whom they maintain a 
bona fide family relationship. 

Two years of experience in Se- 








|lective Service has shown at least 
|17 or more different classifications 


of married men for those pur- 
poses, and in determining the or- 
der of induction the local boards 
will use their best judgment. The 
recently-passed Allowance and Al- 
lotment law provides a system of 
payments to the family or depend- 
ents which eliminates much of the 
actual need for deferment except 
in special or “hardship” cases, 

Q. In view of the provisions 
made for necessary payments un- 
der the Allowance dnd Allotments 
Act, does “dependency” really 
mean anything im relation to de- 
ferment any more? If not, why 
is there still a 3-A classification? 

A. Dependency is still a fac- 
tor in Selective Service classifica- 
tion and 3-A will be continued. 
The Allowance and Allotments Act 
merely caused many wives of sol- 
diers and persons who should be 
soldiers to cease to be dependents. 
Single me n with dependents will 
be called first when it becomes 
necessary to go into the. depend- 
ency (3-A) groups, then married 
men with wife only; then married 
men with a wife and child or chil- 
dren, or children only; but men 
with dependents who are not in 
essential: industries or agriculture 
will be called ahead of other men 
with dependents. 

Q. Is occupation coming to be, 
or has it become, the only groun 
for deferment, as in England? 
A. No, but occupation is bé- 
coming more important in the 
classification of registrants. Even 
in England occupation is not the 
only ground, since hardship cases 
are still considered. 

Q. Since top limit for in- 
duction has béén cut from 45 to 
$8 years of age, does Selective 
Service or War Manpower Com- 
mission have. authority. to direct 
the 38 to 45-year-vids into essen- 
tial industries or war essential

Q. How about the Navy enlist- 
ments? 

A.. Under the President's di- 
|rectives, the Navy may recruit men 
over 38, if they have special apti- 
tudes or skills, and may recruit 
men under 18. . 

Q. War Manpower Commission 
has announced a list of 35 essen- 
tial industries and within them, 
lists 3,000 jobs or occupations 
which are essential. Have all these 
lists been sent to the local Select- 
ive Service Boards, and if so, to 
what extent do they govern local 
board action? 

A. Starting last April, the Se- 
lective Servic stem has sent out 
to- local boards tHese definitions 
of essential industries, and occupa- 
tions within each, as they were 
certified by a technical War Man- 
power Commission committee. 
Thirty-nine such “releases” have 


and others will be sent as the es- 
sential jobs are further defined. 
These lists will vary considerably 
from time’to time. These lists are 
the latest: available advice to the 
local board. But their listings do 
not prohibit other deferments 
which may be made under the law 
by the local boards. Also, under 
the Selective Service laws, power 
and responsibility for the classifi- 
cation of each individual is placed 
on the local board, subject to the 
right of appeal, and group defer- 
ment for occupational reasons is 
forbidden. 

Q. In these 35 essential indus- 
tries will all workers now classi- 
fied in Class 3-A be transferred 
automatically by their local Se- 
lective Service boards to Class 
3-B? 

A. No. Reclassification is not 
automatic. In the case of agri- 
culture, however, instructions have 
been sent to local boards to re- 
classify essential workers on essen- 
tial farms into 2-C and 3-C.
